Ottawa, Nov. 28.—Canada's exports 
of agricultural and vegetable pro¬ 
ducts to the United States during 
October. 1122. decreased by almost 
half from the total of'October last 
year, according to the summary Is¬ 
sued by the dominion Bureau of 
MtnYhrtlrs. Exports of other com¬ 
modities Increase#, however, bring¬ 
ing the total exports for the month 
over $1,400,000 higher than those of 
October. 1921. 

Agricultural and vegetable pro¬ 
ducts exported to the United States 
last month were valued at tl.808,243. 
as against 88,224.492 In October. 1921. 
The chief increases were in wood,

"This may be hard on the regular 
staff, but there are men who have 
been workless for months to be 
thought of." 

Councillor Pomeroy agreed, but 
pointed out that discovery of work 
was an easy matter; the problem Was 
to raise the money. He suggested a 
by-law be put to tbe voters. 

Turning to the chair he said, "What 
can you suggest, Mr. Reeve f Reeve 
Lockley replying.
